“Today the grave is marked with 
several bricks which outline the 
common grave of the seven murdered 
Harts.’’ This quote from Chapter 4 of 
Marion Bailey Brunson’s PEA RIVER 
REFLECTIONS describes the quiet 
remains of the bloodiest massacre in the 
history of Coffee County. 

In the time surrounding the county's 


formation, the swamp of Pea River had 
a heavy population of hostile Indians. 
Among the white settlers entrapped to a 


cautious lifestyle were the families of 


Josiah and Bob Hart who lived in the 
Fairview and Leverett Communities in 
South Coffee County. 

According to Brunson’s book, ‘‘The 


Indians made sneak attacks on the 


settlers at milking time. They learned 
that the Josiah Hart family milked their 
cows at night and the Bob Hart family 
milked their’s in the morning.’’ This 
chore-time on a late afternoon in the 
Fall of 1835 set the stage for a sneak 
attack and the killing of seven members 
of the Hart family and wounding of a 
two-year-old child, Melinda. Leaving a 
bloody heap of bodies in the cowpen, 
the Indians returned to the swamp to

Coffee County Jail 


The recent transfer of state inmates 
out of overcrowded county jails has had 
an impact statewide, but nowhere was 
the transfer more highly welcomed than 
at the antiquated Coffee County Jail in 
Elba. 

The Coffee County Jail, which 
maintains a 36-bed capacity, has long 
been a ‘‘stopover point’’ for state 
prisoners and at times has housed over 
30 state prisoners, with many of the 
prisoners stopping over for periods of 
up to 3 years. The state inmates were 


jail were unconstitutional. 

Sheriff Brice Paul reported this week 
the jail population is down to 32, with 
only six being state inmates. Of the six, 
three will reportedly stay at the jail as 
cooks and laborers, while the others will 
be removed shortly. 


During the time the population is 
down, the Sheriff has plans to overhaul 
the facility, using state supervisors from 
the Board of Corrections, state trustees,

‘‘We attribute the decrease in 
collections partly to the state’s high 
unemployment rate,’’ said Leon 
Frazier, commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and Security.

Food Stamp 


Ups Maximum 


The maximum income a family can 
have and still qualify for food stamps 
will go up nationwide July 1, but the 
Coffee County Department of Pensions 
and Security does not expect the change 
to have a big effect on food stamp 
participation locally. 

Food stamps benefit 1615 house- 
holds in the county who received stamps 
worth $148,327.00 in May. The states 
operate the food stamp program 
according to regulations of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, which 


Dependent Children program early this 
year also contributed to the decrease in 
collections. The families were dropped 
from the ADC program because the 
child support collected for them was 
enough to disqualify them from 
receiving welfare benefits. 

“The families dropped from the rolls 
are now receiving child support directly 
from absent parents instead of ADC 
from the state,'’ said Frazier. ‘‘Their 
child support payments are no longer 
coming to the state.’ 

In noting the downturn in collections 
for the frst quarter of the year, Frazier 
said’ he expects collections for the year 
to go above the $7.5 million collected 
last year. One reason is that the 
collections in excess of $1.5 million for 
the first quarter do not reflect any of the 
almost $1.1 million in child support 
collected this year from income tax 
refunds of absent parents. In many 
cases, Frazier said, the state can 
intercept the refunds of parents who are 
behind in paying court-ordered child 
support. 


“We hope to increase collections not 
only through better management of the 
program as it is but also through 
improvements in our state’s child 
support laws,’’ Frazier said. ‘‘Currently 
before our legislature are three bills

Child support collections help to 
fund the ADC program, the welfare 
program that provides small monthly 
payments to families with children. 
Courts, district attorneys and, in some 
instances, private attorneys assist the 
Department of Pensions and Security in 
the enforcement of child support 
obligations. 


According to a detailed report 
released by the Alabama Department of 
Pensions and Security, Coffee County 
ranked fourth in the state during the 
recent three-month period in child 
support collections, 

The county-by-county report showed 
Conecuh County tops in child support 
collections, followed in order by 
Lauderdale, Cullman and Coffee. 

During the months of January 
through March, Coffee County collected 
$15,229.38 in child support payments, 
up almost $2000 from the same period a 
year ago. Payments went to 572 
children, for an average collection of 
$26.62 per child.

The Phase Of Aleoholism ee WR tage |

Alcoholism is a progres- 
sive disease that is unique 
from all others in that it is 
self-inflicted and non- 
curable. Once the alcoholic 
reaches the chronic stages of 
his disease there are only 
three ways out and two of 
them are bad. These are 
death or institutional care for 
‘the rest of his natural life. 
The other is more desirable 
and has far better results. He 
learns to live his life, one day 
at the time, without 
ingesting any alcohol into his 
system. By doing this he is 
able to arrest his disease and 
be a useful productive 
member of society. 

In this, and in ensuing 
articles, an explanation will 
be given of different phases 
of the progress of aloholism 
that the drinker under goes. 
In many instances this is an 
intangible progress and it is 
a very thin line that 
seperates the alcoholic from 
the ordinary user of alcohol.. 
Statistics have proven that 8 
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out of 10 men and 6 out of 10 
women in the United States 
use alcohol at least 
occasionally, Of these 
drinkers, 1 out of 10 becomes 
an alcoholic for a total of 
about 9,000,000 people per 
year. It is also known that an 
alcoholic affects the lives of 
six other people in some 
fashion so that about 
54,000,000 people per year 
feel the ravages of the 
disease. 

The question of what 
causes alcoholism is debated 
daily and no satisfactory 
conclusions have been 
drawn. However to over 
simplify a complex question 
it can be said that alcohol 
causes one to be an alcoholic. 
When an individual becomes 
a drinking member of society 
he makes contact with the 
forces, factors and 
circumstances which by them 
selves or in corporation ‘with 
other factors may result in 
the eventual development of 
alcoholism. Therefore, the 
first phase can be called the 
contact phase in which an 
individual begins to use 
alcohol. 

In this phase, the drinker 


learns the desirable effects of, 


alchohol. If these were not 


RRAA 
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present, then alcohol would 
have gone out of style long 
ago. For many drinkers, 
alcohol brings a sense of well 
being, a relaxed feeling a 
lessening of tension and a 
release from anxiety. For 
many others it helps to 
relieve shyness and 
promotes conversation and 
conviviality in a social 
gathering. This is as far as 
many drinkers ever go in 
their use of alcohol and is the 
purpose for which it is 
intended. 

The first warning signal 
for many who later develop 
alcoholism is an increased 
need for alcohol to produce 
the desired effect. Initially, 
it may have taken a beer or 
two to produce the warm 
glow, that relaxed convivia- 
lity. Now it is taking three or 
four to have the same effect. 

The next warning is a 
memory lapse known as a 
““blackout’’. This is not the 
same as passing out from 
overindulgence but could be 
more accurately called 
“alcohol induced amnesia’. 
It can result from only two or 
three drinks far less than 
what would bring on intoxifi- 
cation. The next day, the 
person may remember only

People 
who are not alcoholics have 
these but if they are moving 
towards alcoholism, the 
blackouts tend to develop in 
a pattern. For example, 
during a blackout a person 
may appear to be functioning 
normally. He may carry on 
an intellitent conversation or 
even drive his car safely 
home from quite a distance 
but not be able to recall any 
of this the next day. 

These warning signals 
are the dark clouds before 
the storm, the unmistakable 
signs that mean trouble 
ahead. They should serve as 
a preliminary warning to 
what the future holds. If this 
is as far as the drinker has 
developed, then he should 
heed these for just what 


they are-a warning that 
future problems could 
develop. 

The next phase of 


alcoholism-that thin line that 
seperates use from abuse- 
will be dealth with in a future 
article. 

That article will portray 
the drinker’s movement into 
alcohol addiction as he nears 
the point of no return.

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Food Stamp Abusers Will Face Stiffer Penalties 


Beginning July 1, people 
who abuse the food stamp 
program in Alabama will face 
stiffer penalties for their 
actions. That’s when the 
State Department of 
Pensions and Security will 
put into effect new federal 
rules designed to curb fraud 
and abuse. 

‘Under one of these new 
rules, anyone found guilty of 
a third food stamp offense 
will be permanently barred 
from ever receiving food 
stamps again,’ said Leon 


Security Commissioner. 
“‘The most severe penalty we 
could impose before, without 
court action, was a dis- 
qualification period of only 
three months, no matter how 
many times the offense had 
occurred,’’ 

The new rules include, 
for the first food stamp 
offense, a disqualification 
period of six months. Those 
found guilty of two offenses 
will be barred from the 
program for one year. 
Three offenses will result in 


‘*These are penalties that 
our agency can impose itself, 
without court action, but with 
a hearing that we conduct,"’ 
said Frazier. ‘‘Even if we 
impose these penalties, we 
can go ahead and refer the 
case for prosecution, which 
could result in even stronger 
penalties.’’ 

The new penalties apply 
to anyone who makes false or 
misleading statements, 
conceals or withholds facts or 
makes any kind of mis- 


representation in connection 


program. 

Another federal change 
going into effect July 1 will 
make it easier for the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security to collect over- 
issuances from households. 
Currently, only the particular 
individual, not the entire 
household, is responsible for 
repaying fraudulent over- 
issuances of food stamps. 

Under the new rule, the 
entire household will be held 
responsible for the over- 
issuance. The household will

Work Areas Cause Controversy 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session’ Monday, July 11, at 
the courthouse in Elba and revived 
memories of the ‘‘district’’ system 
during a discussion concerning the 
placement of motor-graders in various 
work areas. 

The discussion started when 
Commissioner Gilmer Grant reminded 
the commission that there were nine 
motor-graders in the county and it was 
agreed two graders would be kept in 
each work area; however, at the present 
time there was only one grader in his 
work area. 

{Note: A work area is that part of the 
county in which a commissioner resides 
and each commissioner supervises work 
in that area. The ‘‘work area’’ is 
“basically the same as the old ‘'‘district, 
the major change being only the name.) 

‘There is only one grader in Work 
Area 1,"’ stated Grant, ‘‘and it’s not 
right to slight the people in that area. 
We should treat all areas alike; there 
are similar miles of dirt roads in the 
areas and we all have the same

City Council Greeted 
With Number Of Bills 


The Elba City Council paid the bills, 
bought a tractor, appointed a board 
member and tabled action on naming 
the ball fields at the new Hawkins- 
Williams softball complex. 

Elba Tractor Company was success- 
ful bidder on a 40HP tractor to pull 
mowers, with a bid of $8904.65. A bid 
of $5995 from Tieco on a three-gang 
mower was tabled after several 
councilmen expressed concern over the 
initial cost and the high maintenance 
cost on the unit. 

Mike McKee was appointed to the 
Elba Recreation Board to replace 
Merrill Shirley, who resigned due to 
other commitments. Other members of 
the board are Gaines Waters, Betty 
Sauls, Ricky Mularz and Lamar Kelley. 

Bills totaling $16,530.59 were 
approved after the council heard Mayor 
Bob English read the larger items on 
the list of accounts payable. They 
included $545 for pool chlorine; $1300 
for sewer solvent; $1939 for mosquito 


spray: $1400 gasoline; $1900 
insurance; $1700 for concrete at the 
recreation park; $1442 for ball 


uniforms, and $843 to Stokes Hardware 
for all departments combined. 

Mayor English noted the naming of 
the three softball fields in the new park 
was on the agenda but several 
councilmen had expressed a desire to 
drop the action. He asked for comments 
from councilmen and received strong 
Opposition to tabling the matter from 
Councilman Charles Kennett. Kennett 
noted that he had brought the matter up 
originally ‘and wondered why the 
sudden change of direction. 

Councilman Inman explained he had 
discovered some problems with the 
action and was changing his opinion. 
Councilman John Sharpless suggested 
the matter be studied and a decision be 
made at a later date. 

Finally the council did table the 
matter until further study. with 
Councilman Inman opposing any 
further study of the matter. 

English reported to the council on 
street repair and warned that a major 
repair was needed on drain pipes at the 
old Beaver Dam Creek on Putman 
Street.

Unemployment Rate 


Dips To 10.1% In County 


A detailed study released this week 
by the Alabama State Employment 
Service revealed that the unemploy- 
ment rate in Coffee County had dropped 
from 10.6 percent to 10.1 percent, and 
that there were still approximately 2070 
unemployed workers from a work force 
of 20,510. 


The figures, based on the May 1983 
Unemployment Data, showed that 
Coffee County's 10.1 percent rate of 
unemployment was well below the state 
figure of 12.9 percent.

Food Stamp 
Ups Maximum 


The maximum income a family can 
have and still qualify for food stamps 
will go up nationwide July 1, but the 
Coffee County Department of Pensions 
and Security does not expect the change 
to have a big effect on food stamp 
participation locally. 

Food stamps benefit 1615 house- 
holds in the county who received stamps 
worth $148,327.00 in May. The states 
operate the food stamp program 
according to regulations of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, which 
supplies the stamps. 

‘The USDA periodically adjusts the 
income standard to keep the food stamp 
program in line with changes in the 
federal poverty level,’’ said Ron Smith 
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
